Specification

Claim Objections 



Claim 1 recites the limitation "the installation chamber" in lines 4-5, "the combing 
teeth seat" in lines 13-14. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Drawings 



The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the elements "100, 101 and 16" as described in the specification. Any structural detail 
that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown 
in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .1 21 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.
